He demands the recall of Josephus Daniels as American ambas- 
sador to Mexico. 
Josephus Daniels is an old man.

"The United States is.confronted 


in Mexico, as in all Latin America, 
with a monumental test of its tact 
and diplomacy. In the proportion 
that Washington succeeds in com- 
batting subversive influences op- 
erating within these nations, with- 
out further alienating the affec- 
tions of Mexico and the republics 
to the south, America will have 
succeeded in prserving democracy 
in the Western Hemisphere.

The United States, under both Re- 


publicans and Democrats, has had a 
long-time policy of reserving all the 
diplomatic posts except the very top 
ones in England, France and Ger- 
many as soft berths for rich old friends 
of the American party in power. 


But diplomacy today is the front- 


line of our nation's defense. 


And today the diplomatic posts of 


Central and South America arc per- 
haps more important to American 
security and peace and prosperity than 
any of the trouble-seats of Europe. 


Latin America never 
has liked 


Americans individually. We talk too 
loud, too sure—and, in tho manu- 
facture of the materials civilization 
depends on, we back up that talk 
more efficiently than any nation on 
earth. . . . That, unfortunately, doesn't 
endear us any more to the easy-going 
Latin Americans. 


But while they may not like us 


much, they respect us—and there arc 
other nations they dislike still more, 
and which they actually fear. 


So pur case in Central and South 


America is reasonably good, provid- 
ing we can reorganize our diplomacy 
and send down to the countries soutli 
of us men who arc young, energetic,

Vargas and Brazil attacks democracy 
and predicts a new totalitarian world 
order spotlights what was'in the back 
of President Roosevelt's mind when 
he said Italy's entry had extended 
the war to Africa. For Africa is now 
next door to .the Western Hemisphere, 
a short air^hop fiom BraEil. 


Brazil is; the Achilla's heel of South 


American/It jSj f^r ^enough,, from our 
mainland to, ma>e~"lts defense', Difficult, 
yet near enough to the Panama Canal 
to make an enemy who had gained 
a foothold in Brazil dangerous. 


Across the South Atlantic to Brazil 


from West Africa is only 1800 miles, 
seven bomber-hours. West Africa will 
be totalitarian if the totalitarians win 
the war. The distance is even shorter 
from the Cape Verde Islands—1600 
miles. 


This, the narrowest sea separating 


the old world from the new, make a 
neutral air-sea ferry for invasion. And 
waiting at the Brazilian dock are 
large Italian and German populations 
including many loyal Fascists, whom 
Their local dictator has just encouraged 
by predicting their homelands will 
win the war despite American help.

said Friday night the New Deal be- ' 
longed to the era of the Blum gov- 
rnment of France and the Chamber- 
lain' government of Britain and must 
be replaced. 


Standing as a candidate for the 


Republican presidential 
nomination, 


he assailed 
the administration for 


what he called "incompetent" handl- 
ing of military expenditures, but add- 
ed, "let no one— especially no dictator 
abroad— be misled into thinking that 
we are not able to rouse from this 
lethargy and become strong." 


"We must put jnto office * * * a 


government that will waken and lib- 
erate the chained and sleeping giant 
of America," declared Willkie in an 
address before a mass meeting. 


Willkie said the New Deal belonged 


.o an "era when the French and 
British military establishments were 
weakened, and a soft and nidulgent 
people accepted the grivileges, but 
not the responsibilities, of democracy." 
He added: 


"In the past month, in a crisis far 


nore serious than that which this na- 
ion faces, both Great Britain and 
France have changed the prime min- 
sters who were associated with the 
weakness of the past.

They are 
the' Azores, the Cape Verdes and 
Madeira.

iven though the, figures are partially 
out of date because of day-by-day war 
losses and completion of vessels un- 
der construction. 


In total tonnage of warships actually 


in service at that time, Britain had 
1,361,294 against; an aggregate of 1,- 
341,781 for the suggested coalition. By 
types of ships, Britain was credited 
with 14 battleships following loss of 
the Royal Oak, to 19 for the suggested 
coalition. On the other side of the 
ledger, Britain has six aircraft- car- 
riers since the acknowledged loss of 
two, 
compared with' only two for 


France and none for Germany or Italy 
actually in service. As of May 1, the 
British navy listed 65 cruisers of all 
types to a combined total of 45 by the 
other three sea forces. 


However, even though the British 


Admiralty has claimed destruction of 
most of the 70 U-boats with which 
Germany started, the war the combina- 
tion would have an overwhelming 
margin in submarines. Italy alone had 
72 to 5G for Britain. 


Held Vital to U, S. 


A military expert was said to have 


suggested to the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee Friday that before 
the European war ends the American 
people may be faced with the question 
whether they should open United 
States naval bases for use by the 
British fleet. 


This possibility was raised, legisla- 


tors said, at a conference between mil- 
itary topics, and a number of senators, 
including eight members of the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee. 


Eliot declined to comment but some 


committee members said the writer 
painted a dark picture of the Allies' 
chances to win the war, 


There has been speculation that if 


England were conquered, the British 
fleet might continue the fight from 
bases in Canada. Canadian facilities, 
however, are meager in comparison 
with what would be needed by the 
fleet.

"Ersatz" 


The famed German stukas, or ^dive- 


bombers," are •'another case in p'oint 


Many of these, experts here suspect, 


are simply out-of-date attack plgnes 
For ordinary .purposes, they're near- 
ly useless; for the new German tac- 
tic, they're as good as they need to 
be. A lot of them will inevitably 
be lost in any "powerhouse" attack 
—but if they accomplish their one 
specific mission they've done all that 
was asked. 


In the 'U. S. air force, this type of 


work would .be done by the light 
bomber.- Air corps: experts point out 
that a plane which' was out of date 
for ordinary high-altitude bombing 
missions could still fill this role well. 


Still Good for Something 


In general, a bombing plane needs 


two characteristics—speed, and de* 
fensive power in guns and armori 
Above a certain level, it must skimp 
on one to save on the other. It may 
be badly obsolescent in; one respct 
and not obsolescent at all in the oth-. 
er—and hence, though outdated, still 
have! a lot of value. Also, bombers 
are generally accompanied and 'pro-, 
tecte'd by pursuit planes; a ' given 
fight of . bombers could be nearly 
worthless if its protecting fighters were 
outclassed, but 100 per cent efficient 
if its fighters were, superior to the 
nemy's.
